The records of the ClexH of the Circuit Court In and 
for pals Beach County, Florida, West Palo Beach, Florida, In 
Chancery File Humber 19350 revealed on Febniary 27, 1964, 
that on May 25, 1944, DOROTHY PIERSON DE MOTRENSCHILOT 
filed for divorce from GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILOT , charging 
cruelty and Infidelity. The petition Indicated she was 
then residing in Daytona Beach, Florida, and he was 
residing in Austin, Texas. The record of these proceedings 
revealed she was bom April 4, 1925, In Palm Beach, Florida, 
and following the death of her father, A. R0ME7N PIERSOK, 

JR., In 1929, she went to Florence, Italy, where she resided 
with her mother, CORHELIA SKIHHER CAHTAGALLI, until February, 
1941. They wore married In Hew York City, June 16, 1943, and 
first lived at the Hepburn Estate, Locust Valley, Long Island, 
Hew York, and later at 130 East 95th Street, New York City. 
Mrs. DE HOHREMSCHILET loft her husband on January 10, 1944, 
when they were residing on East 95th Street and had not 
resided with him since that time. 

They had a daughter, ALEXANDRA DE MOHRENSCHILOT, 
born of that marriage prior to their separation. She charged 
her husband with cruelty and Infidelity. She said he bragged 
of successes with other women, left her alone frequently, 
InYlted unmarried couples to spend time at their home, 
spoke of her and her parents in a derogatory manner, said 
her child would probably bo bom without arms or legs In 
view of the typo of people she and her parents were, and 
spoke against the United States. She said ho would say the 
Germans were bettor than the Americans and that the Americans 
VBTO '2odrlsh, but she did not know If he was affiliated with 
any 'Fascist or Nazi groups. Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILDT described 
her husband as a Russian of Swedish descent who had lived in 
Prance and Belgium before coming to the United States. She 
said ho lived In Mexico for a year after coming to the United 
States .and said his father lived In Warsaw, Poland. Informa- 
; *! tlon taken at the time of these proceedings indicated their 

daughter was then with a cousin, Mrs. FRAHXLIN T. CLARE, In 
Manchester, Vermont. On June 10, 1944, a divorce was 
granted to Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILOT and custody of the child 
Tss awarded to her, with visitation rights to the father. 
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These records indicated that these proceedings 
were again opened on January 17, 1958, when Mrs. DOROTHY 
PIERSON BRAKDEL petitioned the Court for custody of her 
child. Thin petition reflected that the child, ALEXA.NDRA, 

“the custody of KAHCY PIERSON SANDS, who had 
been given teaporary custody, and SANDS now refused to turn 
the child over to her mother. In her answer, Mrs. SANDS 
stated she had had custody of the child for fourteen years. 
As a result of this petition, custody of the child was 
again awarded to the mother . 

The records of the above proceedings revealed that 
DOROTHY PIERSON was the recipient of a trust being handled 
by the Atlantic National Bank, West Pain Beach, Florida. 

The records also Indicated that Attorney HARRY JOHNSTON, 

West Palm Beach, was associated with both of the above 

actions . 


Qxi February 28, 1964, A. B. RITTENOUR, Trust 
Ollicer, Atlantic Hatlonal Bank, said he has been handling 
the trviats »et up by the will ol DORCfTHY PIERSON a lather 
since 1929. He said following the death ol Mr. PIERS^, 

DOROTHY and her mother went to Italy, whore they lived 
until Just before or the early part of World War II, when 
they returned to the palm Bench area. He recall ed t he 
family was quite concerned at the time about DOROTHY a 
constant association with servicemen In the area and 
although he did not know how or where DOROTHY net DE 
MOHREMSCHILDT, he recalled It came to 

DOROTHY warn pregnant, was going to "‘"y DE jtot 

and the family was concerned because they felt DE MOHRENSCHILOT 
was sympathetic with the Hazis. He said he could be no more 
specific about that and added the entire family 1b now deceased 
or left the area and the only person he know 
more Information Is West Palm Beach attorney 
SR who handled legal natters for the family. RITTjpIOUR 
said his file contains a Photostat of the marriage license 
for DOROTHY PIERSON and GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHI LOT which was 
obtained In Hew York City. This license reflects that DE 
MOHRENSCHILOT was born April 17, 1911, In Russia, and that 
his father, SERGIUS VON MOHRENSCHILOT, and his mother, 

ALEXANDRA ZAPOLYH, were both bom In Russia. He said ^ 

DOROTHY PIERSON BRAUDEL now resides at Stellare B, Yigna- 
Clara, Roaa, Italy. Bo said she has resided abroad almost 
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
